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A swivel mechanism for a chair with two spaced sides and a 
central axis, having a pivot centre placed between one of 
said sides and the central axis.

A swivel mechanism with two parallel planar parts, two 
spaced swivel axis arranged perpendicular to the planes.

A swivel machenlsm with two spaced parallel axis with an 
interaction of control members with arcuate guides. 



4. claims: 18-19 

A swivel mechanism movable from a central position to a 
first and a second position, with first drive means and 
second drive means. 



5. claims: 20-21 

A swivel mechanism including a motor to rotate the chair and 
disengagement means to allow sals motor to be disengaged. 
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
